Jail for Profiteers Feature of 
_ Measure by Young. 


Gives State Control of All 
Necessities of Life. 


Stops Hoarding, Destruction 
and Limits Profits. 


In an effort to lower the cost of 
living and to provide the State with 
some weupon with which to fight 
the profiteers and the associations 
who at present have control of the 
food supply here, Lyndol L. Young, 
special assistant United States Dis- 
trict Attorney, yesterday drafted an 
outline of a law which is said by 
attorneys here to meet the demands 
of the people. The proposed law 
ie to be introduced in the Légis- 
lature by Senator Brown if a spe- 
cial session is called by the Gov- 
ernor. Several organizations here 
are preparing resolutions and peti- 
tions to present to thé chief execu- 
tive of the State calling upon him 
to convene the Legislature to find 
some relief from present prices. 

The law, as outlined by Mr. 
Young, assumes jurisdiction over all 
the necessities of life. This includes 
food, clothing, fuel and all articles 
used by the people of the State in 
sustaining life. Al! articles sold in 
the State ‘must bear the cost and 
selling price of manufacturer, bro-

Testifying before a joint Senate and 
House committee in Washington, Gen. Per- 
shing made a strong plea for timited uni- 


| versal military service in this country. Re- 


ferring to the war he said that “Our suc- 
ces* was not due to forethought or pre 
paredness, but to exceptional circumstances 
which made it possible to train after we 
had declared war. It is my belief that if 
America had been adequately prepared our 
rights never would have been violated, our 
institutions would never have been threat- 
ened,”’ 

Gen. Pershing is not an advocate, how- 
ever, of large standing armies in time of 
peace or of two and three years of mili- 
tary service. He expressed the opinion 
that the regular army should be only large 
enough to protect us against unexpected 
attack, suggesting that a force of 300,000 
men would bé ample. He fixed the term of 
compulsory military training for citizen 
soldiery at six months. He would have a 
small, well-equipped, mobile army that 
could move on short notice for expedition- 
ary service, especially on the American 
continent; and he would have this sup- 
ported by a trained citizen reserve. He 
said that the expeditionary force may be 
necessary to meet our international require- 
ments. 

America could have won the war in 1917 
and brought about an armistice a year 
sooner if we had begun preparing when 
the war clouds threatened. Such is the 


opinion of the commander of our expedi- 


tionary forces; and no one was in better 
position to judge. Much of the testimony 
given by Gen. Pershing fafled to agree with 
the policy outlined by the War Department 
in the bills which it has introduced in Con- 
gress. He regards that palicy as contem- 
plating an unnecessary expenditure. He 
disagreed with the Secretary's contention 
for a standing army of 500,000 men. In 


‘fact, the gist of his testimony shows that 


he either was not consulted or his sugges- 
tions were almost wholly disregarded when 
the budget of the War Department was pre- 
pared. It is just possible that the same 
bee has been buzzing about the cap of Gen. 
Pershing and the derby of Secretary Baker. 


IBEL ON BANK MANAGERS. 

A foreign correspondent of the Asso- 
clated Press informs the world that Gen. 
Von Hindenburg. wearing his “civies,” 
looks like a bank manager. He then pro- 
ceeds to state that the burly general wears 
a short, rough coat, a Panama hat and not 
very well-cut trousers. That may be a good 
description of « German bank manager's 
outfit, but not of the head of an American 
bank. Among th: best-dressed men in Los 
Angeles are the bank managers. They be- 
lieve in Shakespeare’s advice and go in 
for as costly clothes as their purses can 
Duy. They are never seen in their banks 
with “not very wellcut trousers.” That 
kind may do for Von Hindenburg, but the 
tailors who make the trousers of Los An- 
geles bankers pride themselves on their 
cut.

Almost a year has elapsed since the sign- 
ing of the armistice. The military autoc- 
racy of the Central Powers has been hum- 
bled. The thrones of the Hapsburgs and 
the Hohenzollerns are in ruins. New na- 
tions have been formed and republics have 
been established on the debris. Flowers 
have bloomed and withered and the fallen 
leaves of two autumns have drifted over 
the graves of the American dead ‘n .the 
Argonne and Fianders. Britain, France 
and Italy are at peace with Germany. Amer- 
ica alone is hanging back. America alone 
is declining to make peace, not with the 
enemy, but with her own allies—with those 
who held the line until our gallant troops 
were trained, transported overseas and 
thrown into the fray with a vigor and a 
fury that compelled success. 


ONTHS ago the Peace Conference 
passed into history. The President 
Was a commanding figure in that assem- 
blage. The essence at least of the greater 
part of his famous fourteen points is writ- 
ten into the treaty. He has been hailed on 


_two continents as the paladin of the free 


peoples of the world. Surely there is 
enough glory in that to suffice for a single 
man and a single lifetime. After having 
won so much the President can surely af- 
ford to be generous enough to concede 
something to those of his own country who 
are not willing to follow him to extremes. 

Right or wrong, a majority of the mem- 

bers of the Senate believe that certain res- 
ervations concerning the extent to which 
America is willing to co-operate in guar- 
anteeing the peace of the other peoples 
should be made. The President would do 
well to reflect on the comment of another 
great Democrat of another day that it is 
“a condition and not a theory” that con- 
fronts him. The world is a-hungered for 
peace. Herbert Hoover has graphically de- 
scribed the misery and suffering, the star- 
vation and degradation of twenty peoples by 
reason of a continuance of war conditions. 
By making limited concessions to popular 
opinion, within the Senate and without, the 
President can alleviate much of that mis-, 
ery. By saying the word he can remove 
the blockades and permit the free distribu- 
tion of the foodstuffs of the world. 
The Times has had occasion to apvly to 
the President what was said of Erasmus: 
“He would have been greater if he had 
consented to be less.” As a leader of free 
peoples the President's place in history is 
assured; but as a dictator the President 
never has been, and never will be, a suc 
cess. Like Mohammed addressinz the 
mountain, he has commanded the Senate 
to approach; and the Senate has not moved. 
Where he might have reasoned he has or- 
dered; and his orders have not been obeyed. 
“With the advice and consent of the Sen- 
ate” the President is authorized to nego- 
tiate peace treaties. He declined to accept 
the advice, and he has failed to receive the 
consent. 

In his opposition to treaty amendments 
which would hay necessitated resubmis- 
sion to the other signatories the President 
was supported by the Senate and the coun- 
try. But the reasons for rejecting: those 
amendments do not apply to reservations 
which deal only with the part that America 
shall play in the concert of nations. The 
Senate is ready te approve the treaty in 
so far as it relates to the relations between 
the other nations concerned. Britain, 
France and Italy have accepted it. They 
have agreed to assume all the obligations 


‘which the league covenant fmposes. If 


they are satisfied, this country will not for- 
mally object, although the Shantung award 
was a bitter disappointment to millions of 
Americans Who would like to see all the 
wrongs of European diplomacy righted in 
a single document. Our allies bore the 
brunt of the fighting against the Hurs and 
there is no desire on the part of loyal 
Americans to rob them of any of the m 
ited fruits of victory. In this the President 
and the country were in full accord.

During 
the last two months he has sent two veto 
messages to the present Congress, and Con- 
gress has promptly overridden both. He 
failed to control a majority of the votes 
of his own party, while the Republican vote 
was almost solidly against him. ‘ 
Under existing conditions it must be 
plain to the President that he is not in po- 
sition to dictate, either to the Senate or to 
the country. He lost the confidence of the’ 
country as an executive officer by r n 
of the appalling extravagance and wasté of 
his administration. He is in no position 


to make an appeal to the Republicans; for 


they have not forgotten his ingratitude in 
urging the election of Democrats after the 
Republicans in both houses of Congress had 
called a truce on partisan politics during 
the war. He should remember the fate of 


Caesar, who won notable victories abroad, 


but fell in a conflict with his own Senate. 
Statesmen no longer fight with daggers; but 
there is more than one Caesar in. the Sen- 
ate who has asked, “On what meat doth 
this our Caesar feed?” , 
IV. 

HE TIMES has observed that there are 

two Wilsons. The Wilson of the Peace 
Conference was not only a logician, but a 
master diplomat. He knows how to concili- 
ate, to bring harmony out of discord, to 
subject his own opinions to modifications 
It is now 
known that but a single section of the cove- 
nant of the League of Nations was. ac- 
cepted in the form the President drafted: 
yet the President championed the covenant 
in its amended form and did yeoman serv- 
ice to secure its adoption. 

But the diplomat of the Paris conference 
seems to have failed to book passage for 
home. The Mr. Wilson in Washington is 
very much an autocrat. He has lost his 
conciliatory mood. He assumes towards 
the Senate the attitude of a professor cor- 
recting the theses of his class. He regards 
the controversy as that of petty intellects 
harassing a master mind; and he clings to 
the idea that they will finally submit to 
fils dictation. The Times regrets exceed- 
ingly to see the President carry the colors 
of the free peoples of the world in so mag- 
nificent a race, only to stumble at the last 
hurdle. It sincerely trusts that’he will find 
a way to accept the reservations, without 
which it is now plain that the treaty can- 
not be ratified at all. 


OVERNMENT OWNERSHIP IN AUS- 
TRALIA., 
Hon. J. M. Hunter of Queensland, Aus- 
tralia, now in Los Angeles, talks in glowing 
terms of government ownership of cattle 
ranches and butcher shops in the staiv of 
Queensland, declaring that the high cost of 
living has been greatly reduced thereby. 
The writer has recently returned from 


_ Australia and if the prices then prevatiing 


were so marked a reduction on previous 


- conditions, one can only surmise to what 


dizzy heights prices had soared befecre. 
Living is not cheap in Australia. It is true 
that both meat and bread are apparently 
cheaper than in the United States, but since 
the workingman's wages, notwithstanding 
his penchant for weekly strikes in that 
country, are considerably lower than in 
similar trades here, his comparative ad- 
vantages are nil. Moreover, the whole 
standard of living in that so-called “work- 
ingman’s paradise” is far lower than our 
ows. 
The effect of government ownership and 
control in Australia has been to drive pri- 
vate enterprise out of the field, with the. 
very natural result that almost all manu- 
factured articles are imported. Australia 
is a great wheat and cattle country; these 


are its main natural products; and 
during the war export trade was 
almost at a standstill. Mountains 
of wheat and frozen meat accumu- 
lated in the warehouses, so that the 
government had small difficulty in 
taking over and marketing those 
products cheaply at home. But 
whenever the government essayed 
to go into the manufacturing busi-’ 
ness it was a dismal failure and, 
outside of meat and wheat, prices 
were and are prodigious. What the 
government made on the swings it 
lost heavily on the merry-go-round, 
as it were, and actually the average 
cost of living in all departments 


equalled when it did not exceed: 


those of this country—coupled with 
a very evident lack of efficiency, hy- 
giene and genera] service. 

Labor strikes in Australia are of. 
daily occurrence, government own- 
ership and control, compulsory labor 
arbitration courts, et al., apparently 
acting more as an irritant than a 
pacifier. Yet the government there 
is composed largely of labor-union 
leaders—the state of Queensland in 
particular being completely under 
labor-union controle But when the 
labor unionist is working for the 
government he strikes rather more. 
frequently. When his employer is 
the government his votes act as 2 
lever; he usually gets his rise or 
his shorter hours—and any deficits 
come out of the taxes. Taxes in 
Australia are sky high and, as the 


‘population numbers but five millions 


all told, the national debt comes to 
about $800 per head, an unprodne- 
tive debt for the most part, since 
Australia is always a borrower, 
never a lender. 

It must be small consolation in- 
deed for the Australian to be able to 
purchase cheap meat, largely. owing 
to a lack of export facilities, while 
paying nearly twice as much as this 
country for almost all other house- 
hold products, imported from neces- 
sity. But actually the Australian 
does not regard his meat as cheap. 
Small comfort to know one’s meat 
is a few cents cheaper than else- 
where if one is shy a larger per- 
centage of cents to buy, it with. 


-Moreover, when Australia’s export 


trade in meat and wheat resumes its 
pre-war basis it will take a good 
deal of increased production and 
government genius to maintain the 
home prices now prevailing.

While the world’s tonnage, as 
shown by these figures, is approxi- 
mately the same as on August 1, 1914, 
and while with the regular factor 
of increase added the tonnage would 
have been approximately 12,000,000 
D.W.T. above the figures quoted, 
end while it is difficult to determ 
whether the world’s need for ton- 
nage is as great or greater than it 
would have been had the war not 
intervened, yet. this factor is of 
very great importance.

DRIVEN BY CLOCK. 

For the purpose of making the 
telescope fo:‘ow the stars in their 
apparent motion from east to west 
across the heavens, a great driving 
clock is used. Not aw every-day 
clock, however, as one may well 
expect in this. observatory of big 
things. The clock is six feet high 


one and a half tons. 

The Mt. Wilson observatory was 
blished for three objects: 

(1.) The study of the structure 
of the stellar universe—the positions 
and motions in space of the stars 
and nebulae. 

(2.) The discovery, by study and 
observation of celestial objects, of 
facts throwing light on the question 
of the origin and life history of the 
stars. Where did the 
planets come from? How were they 
formed? To what condition will 
they develop? 

(3. By laboratory experimen 
creating conditions as to heat, for 
example, which will aid in  ex- 
plaining spectrum olLservations of 
solar and stellar phenomena. In 
thia way the temperature and pres- 
sure in stellar atmospheres and the 
nature of the magnetic fields in the 
sun can be determined. - 


TESTING “RED” STARS. 


An instance of the work of this 
nature done is seen in the discov- 
ervy at Mt., Wilson observatory and 
laboratories. of ‘the composition and 
reduced temperature of the s0- 
called “red” stars. It had long 
been agreed that the stars appear 
red because they are cooler than the 
gun; that some of them are old 
etars, in fact, which are cooling off. 
Proof was needed, however. The 
spectra of the light from these 
stars were phrtographed at Mt. Wil- 
gon. Then in an electric furnace 
at the laboratories, the same metals 
observed in the stars were examined 
at various temperatures. Finally, 
it was found that the characteristic 
features of the spectra of these red 
stars can be produced only at com- 
paratively low temperatures. The 
etars thus shown to be cooler 
than sun, which is itself a star. 
Thus the laboratory experiments 
interpret the stellar life as caught 
through the telescope, and there is 
laid before the dwellers of the 
earth the growing army of facts con- 
cerning the stellar universe and the 
solar system in which we live. 
Director Hale in his book, “Ten 
Years’ Work on a Mountain Obser- 
vatory,”” explains that the astrono- 
mers on Mt. Wilson, as everywhere 
elee.. are seeking to make discov- 
erles that will assist in answering 
such questions as: “What was the 
origin of this earth on which we 
live?’ The earth is one of several 
planets moving about the sun, but 
how was the earth formed? How 
were its constituent parts separated 
from the’great vaporous mass which, 
as most astronomers believe, once 
united the planets and the sun? By 
what process, extending over mil- 
liong of years, have the intensely 
hot solar gases condensed toward 


tating and revolving spheres, the 
planets and their satellites? What 
is the nature of the central sun. on 
which cur lives depend? What is 
its relationship to otber stars, and 
what part does it play in the uni- 
verse? How is this universe organ- 
ized, what bodieg does it comprise. 
what is its structure, and what are 
its bounds? | 
“Tf processes of creation and evo- 
tution are still at work within it. 
may we not expect to find existing 
examples of the various stages 
through which our own solar sys- 
tem has passed? And may we not 
hope, by learning the relationship 
of stars in moving groups, and by 
tracing these groups back to their 
former positions in space, to recon- 
struct a picture of the universe as 
it was long before the solar system 
had taken form?” 

These are but a few of the ex- 
pressions which go toward making 
up the ideal set by the astronomers 
at Mt. Wilson. And is it not pos- 
sible, with the success of the world’s 
largest telescope now assured, that 
giant strides will be taken in solv- 
ing some of these problems, and 
that millions of stars now beyond 
reach will be recorded in the outer 
boundaries of the stellar universe?

RADIUM STARS ON MAPS. 


Wonderful Charts of Night Heavens Made 


(Continued from Third Page.) 


ment of the alpha particles of ra- 
dium can be seen many feet away, 
a wonderful sight to behold. Most 
of the radium today is found in 
‘Colorado and Utah. Some of its 
tremendous power is grasped by the 
visitor to this finely-equipped 
tle observatory, upon reading the 
notes placarded above the radio- 
scopes, as for instance: “It has been 
calculated that in one gram of ra- 
dium there is sufficient energy to 
lift 1,000,000 tons through a height 
of 900 feet, or, in other words, forty 


United States battleships, each 
weighing 25,000 tons, 900 feet into 
the air. However, it takes at least 
2450 years as a minimum estimate 
for the radium to give, off this 


jlamount of energy.” 


On the first floor of the observa- 
tory is the largest meteorite west 
of Chicago. It weighs 357 pounds 
and was found near Canyon Diablo, 
Arizona. Here also are fragments 
from that greatest known meteor, 
brought by Admiral Perry from 
Cape York, Greenland, and now de- 
posited in the National History Mu- 
seum, New York City.

a large and valuable geological li- 
brary. 


On the second floor are 500 photo- 
Sraphic prints covering many de- 
partments of astronomica! work and 
more than 1100 lantern slides. Many 
of the slides were made at the Clark 
institution, but there are also the 
finest results from the Mt. Wilson, 
Yerkes, Lick, Lowell and Harvard 
observatories 
MINIATURE WORLDS. 
| Suspended from the ceiling on 
this second floor of the Clark ob- 
servatory are models of the eight 
Planets of our solar system made to 
scale with a circular ring upon the 
floor, almost forty-one feet in clir- 
cumference, which represents the 
sun. The. larger models are of 
wood, the smaliles of brass, and all 
have been painted by Dr. Baum- 
gardt in precisely the way the 
planets appear through a good 
telescope. 

Beneath on the platform is a 
planetarium, illustrating the weekly 
positions of the planets and dem- 
onstrating many astronomical facts 
relating to the earth, sun and moon, 
their positions and motions. 

On a large map of Los Angeles, 
that hangs on a wall in this room, 
Dr. Baumgardt has worked out a 
plot which gives @ most compre- 


| 


| hensive idea of the relation of the 
Planets to the earth. 
Clark observatory repredéntin the 
sun, Neptune (seven inches in diam- 
eter in the model) would be located 
at Glendale or Playa del Rey, both 
places about twelve miles from the 
observatory.: Mars (one-half inch 
in diameter in the model) would be 
located either five or agix - blocks 
from the observatory. as this planet 
varies in its distance during its ro- 
tations. 
MORE MECHANISMS. 


On this second floor also is the 
Maltick Ellurian mechanism which 
shows the model of the moon, sun 
and earth in their revolutions, a 
superbiv accurate machine. 

Another invention by Dr. Baum- 
zardt is a mechanical contrivance 
which shows the revolutions of the 
double-double or the four guns in 
the constellation Lyra. 

On the third floor is the six- 
inch retracting telescope, with its 
driving clock, With a telescope of 
this size many of the most impor- 
tant astronomical discoveries in the 
past have been made. This tele- 
scope Stands on a structural steel 
foundation embedded many feet 
below the ground in a concrete 
block twelve feet square, and not 
the slightest vibration is expe- 
rienced, although the West Adams- 
street cars run not 200 feet away. 
The accurate and beautiful mount- 
ing of the telescope can be easily 
operated from the eye-end. Ac- 
cessories to this telescope include 
a finder with an unugually large 
field of view, aight eye-pieces, a 
diagonal refleemg prism for use

None of the leading male novelists 
in English literature has succeeded 
particularly well in painting tho 
characters of educated and cultured 
women. Scott's Jeanie Deans, 
Sairey Gamp, Thackeray's 
Becky Sharp are not ladies: for such 
portraiture we must go to George 
Eliot. Her books, as they ought to 
do, dissect the human heart of her 
own sex more incisively than was 
ever done before. Her first essay in 
story-telling, the “Sad Fortunes of 
Amos Barton,” is more a study of 
Milly Barton and _ the foreigner. 
“Janet's Repentance” is the analysis 
of a woman’s triale and temptations. 
And even “Adam Bede,” with ita 
masculine title, sprang from a story 
that was originally wholly feminine. 
Wer aunt, the otype of the good 
Methodist, ah Morris, had de- 
seribed to her a long interview she 
had held with a poor criminal 


called Voce, cordemned to the gal- 


lows for the murder of her infant 
child. After praying and dealing 
with her for a long time, she ob- 
tained a full confession from the 
girl, whom next day sha accom- 
panied to the foot of the scaffold.

tional age, at the very time Bowdler 
was publishing his immortal expur- 
gated edition of 
bard—the pages of which were war- 
ranted not “to draw a blush to the 
cheek of innocence, or plani a pang 
in the heart of the devout Christian” 
——Mary Ann Evans received a strict 
religious training under a {ather of 
& fine type. But, in her later intel- 


theories of in- 
spiration and the theology cf Ox- 
ford and Cambridge doctors of di- 
winity, would not stand the lime- 
light of modern investigation: and 
she revolted with her whole heart 
against a smug acceptance of re- 
ligious doctrine which was a cheap 
way to social influence and reputa- 
“Where is that Goshen of in- 
tellectual mediocrity,” she exclaims 
in a scathing attack upon a popular 
divine of the day; “in which a smat- 
tering of science and learning will 
Pass for profound instruction, where 
platitudes will pass as wisdom, big- 
oted manners as holy zeal. unctuous 
egotism as Godgiven piety?” These 
words were written when she was on 
the staff of the Westminster Review, 
in London, then the exponent of ex- 
treme Positivist views, and in close 
touch with French thought. 

It is remarkable that two noted 
women of the nineteenth century, 
one French and the other English, 
should both have taken riasculine 
Ppen-names, by which -they are 
known to posterity, and beth have 
Ttormed Maisons with leading literary 
men of the time; also that they both 
chose the nersonal name of George 
—George Sand and Geurge Eliot. 
But while the French woman asso- 
ciated the adoption of the name 
with Bohemian ways and masculine 
attire, the Englishwoman remained: 
almost shrinkingly feminine, dress- 
ing in feminine 
skirts: and confining her masculine 
prociivities rigidly to the domain of 
Hurt by the arrogant atti- 
tude to women in general cisplayed 
by very mediocre men, she became 
intensely assertive on thi« point of 
intellectual equality, and as a chal- 
lenge to the world brought forth her 
early stories under a man’s name. 
Everybody thought that the writer. 
who made such a hit in Black- 
years ago with her 
“Adam Bede,” was a ran. 
publisher himself was under the 
mistaken idea that she was clergy- 


votee of self-assertion. and was de- 
termined to make the most of her 
gifts and opportunities. On her 
thirty-fourth birthday, after she had 
bFecome the mistress of George 
Henry Lewes, known best as the 
biographer of Goethe, she wrote 


happily than I have done ‘nost years

H.) tn the| Manchester Guardian, 
“was ente on in a spirit of greve 
and resolute! protest against the re- 
strictions imposed upon her happi- 
ness by a ‘diabolical’ law; an anti- 
monfanism which however fully we 
may justify it, belongs to a lower 
spiritual plane than the ‘ofty al- 
truism and large social sense which 
pervade jand inspire her creative 
work.” 
“CONDONE.” 

In place of the phrase, “however 

fully we may justify it.” I would sub- 


stitute “however completely we may 
condone it.” The world has lately 
seen how @ civilization built on en- 
lightened selfishness, the develop- 
ment of the individual or the com®= 
munity with no respect in the last 
issue for written or unwritten law, 
leads to universal conflagration and 
cataclysm. of this civilization 
Goethe was and is the high priest; 
and so far as George Eliot came un- 
der the influence of his tenets ia 
the sphere of the highest morality, 
she went wrong. A distinguished 
Victorian, who has written a biogra- 
phy of George Eliot for the Great 
Wr serlies—Oscar Browning—- 
seems to glory in the novelist’s “un- 
conventionality,” as if she lived un- 
der a superior code of morality, be- 
ing a “genius.” “Living art,” he de- 
clares in the closing paragraph of 
his closing chapter, “must deal with 
the circumstances which cnviron. it, 
with the deepest problems of ad- 
vanced humanity, not only with the 
joys and sorrows of all human be- 
ings. To do this well and worthily 
is the privilege of the highest genius. 
and ft was to this stupendous task 
that two of the greatest writers of 
this century set themselves in the 
maturity of their powers. The at- 
tempt to compass this, perhaps the 
partis] faflure, will link together in- 
dissolubly for future ages the names 
of Goethe and George Eliot.” This 
statement is true only in a limited 
way, and as sanctioned by religion. 
Just as the sacred law of wedded 
life became a “scrap of paper” to 
George Eliot when it stood in the 
way of her artistic development, so 
did Goethe's Germany treat the sa- 
credness of international law. But 
in the portrayal of aracter in her 
stories George FEliot ‘remained true 
-to the higher morality of her girl- 
hood, as revealed by the Christian 
men and women among whom she 
loved and whom she has depicted 
with such Shakespearean ability. 
Goethe never was a Puritan .in art 
or in conduct; George Eliot only 
dreamed she had ceased to be Puri- 
tan. At heart she remained true to 
the inviolability of the law of God 
as entering every phase of life, so- 
cial, artistic, national; and her char 
acters can only be understcod prop- 
erly as adtusting themselves——or—- 
and Tito Melela is an outstanding 
type—failing to adjust themselves 
to such a dominant law. 

To quote again from ©. H. H.: 
“The ethica} passion which moves 
her does not crystallize into doc- 
trinaire assertions of more} law, it 
becomes the organizing energy in a 
tragedy of degeneration, worked out 
with an amazing mastery, impossible 
without it, of the psychology of 
moral degeneration. This wos not 
the way of the moralizing ‘school- 
marm,’ but of Greek tragedy, and it 
is bv that example that we can best 
vindicate the ‘high seriousness’ in 
her which Aristotle extolled in it, 
an quality beside which the humani- 
tarianism of Dickens seems childish. 
and the social satire of Thackeray 
crude, and which vet did not excludc 
a humor as genuine as theirs.” 

HER WOMEN. 

None of the leading male novelists 
in English literature has succeeded 
particularly weil in painting tho 
characters of educated and cultured 
women. Scott's Jeanie Deans, 
Dickens’s Sairey Gamp, Thackeray's 
Becky Sharp are not ladies: for such 
portraiture we must go to George 
Eliot. Her books, as they ought to 
do, dissect the human heart of her 
own sex more incisively than was 
ever done before. Her first essay in 
story-telling, the “Sad Fortunes of 
Amos Barton,” is more a study of 
Milly Barton and the foreigner. 
“Janet's Repentance” is the analysis 
of a woman's trials and temptations. 
And even “Adam Bede.” with ita 
masculine title, sprang from a story. 
that was originally wholly feminine. 
Her aunt, the otype of the good 
Methodist, Dinah Morris, had de- 
seribed to her a long interview she 
had held with a poor criminal 
called Voce, condemned to the gal- 
lows for the murder of her infant 
child. After praying and dealings 
with her for a long time, she ob- 
tained a full confession from the 
girl, whom next day shea accom- 
panied to the foot of the scaffold. 
There was no sensational reprieve as 
in the novel: that was insisted upon 
by her adviser, George Henry Lewes, 
for “artistic” ends. 

It is remarkable that the novelist. 
whose deliberate poetical efforts like 
“Jubal and “The Spanish Gypsy” 
failed to add to her fame, some- 
times breaks out in her impassioned 
prose into spontaneous poetic 
rhythm. Jt is so in the prayer made 
by Dinah Morris beside the doomed 
Hetty Sorrel, and with fine rhetori- 
cal effect: “Yea, Lord, see Thee, 
coming through the darkness, com- 
ing like the morning. with healiny 
on thy wings.” And the close of her 
|“The Mill on the Floss,” a story 
, which owes its charm and force to 
‘the glowing reminiscences of her 
happy girlhood, she lapses into the 
same movement as she describes at 
the close the drowning of Tom and 
Maggie Tulliver; children no longer, 
yet, as they went down to death, 
they were not divided; it was as in 
the old days when they “clasped 
their little hands in love, and 
roamed the daisied fields together.” 

The French critic, DBrunetiere, 
points out that George Eliot is really 
the founder of realism or natural- 
ism in the Englisch novel, giving it a 
new drift as Flaubert did to the 
French type. She took herstories 
as seriously as if they had been 
true histories. Her novel, “Romola,” 
fs actually an expansion of an arti- 
cle on Savanorola, a character that 
had strongly impressed he. “Ro- 
mola” is not a history, yet we must 
approach it with the same mental

HER PESSIMISM. 

Her finest study was in her own 
home surroundings. The period dur- 
me which “Romoia” was written 
covers that In which\ Silas Marner 
was evolved. It was a time of in- 
tense thought and eager research, | 
and of remarkably low spirits. We 
see the pessimism, which darkened 
the close of her life, growing on her. 
Women as a rule are less sanguine 
than men: while possessing on the 
average more tenacity of life, they 
have seldom the same buoyancy or 
evenness of spirit outside of the 
home. They do not bear transplant: 
ing as men do; they suffer in the 
process. Possibly this may exp!ain 
in some measure the strange sadness 
that hangs like a mist over the later 
life of this wonderful woman. At 
heart a believer and full of rever- 
ence, she had allowed her. intellect 
to unroof the structure In which she 
had once dwelt in happiness, and it 
became uninhabitable. But her new 
home, swept an garnished, she 
never seemed to . What carre 
to her as Truth demanded the 
change; yet her heart refused to 
acquiesce, 

Unlike her previous stories, and 
like those of Dickens and many of 


Thackeray's, “Romola” came out 
seriously in Cornhill; and the strain 


is another Arthur Donnithorne, bit 
without the Englishman's reality; 
Romola is another Dorgthea in her 
intellectual nobility, r clinging 
sympathy, her desire to find a mas- 
culine leader and obey him, her dis- 
illusionment. 

“In “Silas Marner” we find George 
Eliot again at her best. Here 
comes reminiscence with its glow 
and fascination which she could 
clothe so well in words. As a girl 
she had seem such an old man as 
Silas Marner, and his phvsignomy 
had haunted her. The “long, long 
fhoughts” that are so peculiar a 
mark of her whole personality and 
literary treatment hovered around 
the mental picture, until out of it 
was created the history of the mis- 
anthropical, prematurely aged 
weaver, won back again to life and 


hope by the endearments of a little 


foundling child. As a story it ia 
perfect In proportions, idyllic, com- 
plete. At one time it was the au- 
thor’s intention—or at least she be- 
lieved it would have been more ef- 
fective—to evolve the story of the 
weaver'’s new birth in the measured 
accents of verse; but happily this 
method was not adopted, and we 
have what we-have and are grateful.

Last May national suffrage for 
women was indorsed by the House 
of Representatives at Washington by 
a vote of 304 .to 89. Though twice 
aefeated previously in the Senate, 
the amendment passed, June 3rd, 
with more than the required two- 
thirds majority. Constitutionally, it 
was then necessary to secure the 
ratification of thirty-six States. At 
once ratification made her debut. In 
July it came up at about the same 
time th New York and Georgia. New 
Yorke was one of the first States to 
ratify. Georgia turned it down in 
the Senate by a vote of 37 to 12. 

A meeting was held thus early in 
Los Angeles to stir up enthusiasm 
for ratification. The ardent desire 
ef California suffrage leaders, the 
great majority of whom are Los An- 
geles women, was to have their 
State among the first to ratify. Op- 
position was expressed for only two 
reasons—expense of an extra session, 
and that California already had in- 
dorsed by granting suffrage to wom- 
en. The League of Women Voters, 
nonpartisan and no-sectarian, with 
Mrs. Robert J. Burdette as organiz- 
er in California, has been chiefly in- 
etrumental in securing ratification. 

Victory is as good as won. There

tion becomes difficult; and unless all 
chroniclers of the islands have for 
several centuries agreed to deceive 
the world, such was the Marque- 
sanne; and so she is today when 
sickness has not diminshed her 
harm.

NOT ALLOWED TO WEEP. 

Several well-established tapus ex- 
isted in common throughout the 
group. 

Without exception on any island, 
women might not eat “long pig.” 

Nor could they go in canoes, a 
provision to keep them from being 
captured by effemies lurking out- 
side the bay. ; 

_And a tapu savoring of Solomon 
in its wisdom, women could not 
weep! 

In the Marquesan language there 
were no words, to express our con- 
ception of either love or jealousy. 
nor had thesg emotions any place 
in’ their lives. Their domestic te-* 
lations have always been a very 
loosply-defined system of poly- 
andry. Each woman or girl—they 
bore children at the age of 12— 
usually had two or more accepted 
“husbands,” but there was an amia- 
ble custom of a temporary exchange 
of wives at any time without 
previous notice. 

Quarrels and strife among fami- 
lies thus constituted were unknown, 
and, to revert again to the present, 
where the same custom still exists, 
there are no records of ank bick- 


erings or killings over their wom- 
en by the present-day Marquesane. | 
Spiritual love, or even the desire | 
for the exclusive possession of any 
woman, seems tq have had no place | 
in the philosophy of the Marquesan, 
nor was there any evidénce of such | 
a Wesire on the part of the woman. 
COMING OF THE WHITE MAN, 
The coming of Capt. ‘ Cook, in 
1774, presaged disaster for the 
Marquesans. As a_ result of his 
previous voyages, Cook was more 
or less familiar with the life and 
habits of the Polynesians and found 
no difficulty in winning the confi- 
dence of the savages in this remote 
group.

LINCOLN AND DAVIS. 


The recent encampment of the 
United Confederate Veterans at 


Atlanta, Ga., prompted the Atlanta 
Constitution to publish the follow- 
ing article: 

Remarkably numerous were the 
coincidences in the lives of Jefrerzon 


Davis, firat and only President of 
the Confederate States of America, 
and Ab m Lincoln, sixteenth 
and mArtyr President of the United 
States of America. : 

Mr. Davis and Mr. Idncoln were 
ear of each other— 


same time, while quite 
young. Mr. Lincoln went from Ken- 
tucky to Illinois, while Mr. Davis 
went to Mississippi. 

In young manhood Mr. Lincoln 
made law his profession, while Mr. 
Davis entered West Point. When 
the Black War came on in 1832, Mr. 
Davis was second lieutenant in the 
Beguiar Army, while Mr. Lincoln, as 
captain, led a company of volunteers 
he had raised in ois for that 


war. 

After the Black Hawk War Mr. 
Davis and Mr. Lincoln began their 
political careers in the same year, 
each in his own State. That year 
Mr. Lincoln was a Presidential 
elector for Henry Clay, the Whig 
candidate, while Mr. Davis was a 
President elector for Polk, the 
Democratic candidate. Polk won, 
and that brought Mr. Davis of 
Mississippi, into political prom- 
inence. Mr. Lincoln, in his adopted 
State, continued a power to  0wve 
reckoned with. Mr. Davis was 
elected to Congress in 1845 and Mr. 


Lincoln was elected Presi- 
dent of the United States in No- 
vember, 1860, and was inaugurated 
in March, 1861, while Mr. Davis was 
elected President of the Confederacy 
in February. 1861, after six Southern 


States had adopted ordinances of 
secession, and was inducted into 
office at Montgomery the same 


month. Both served a full term ‘of 
four years and both were re-elected 
for a second term, but neither filled 
out the second term, President Lin- 
coln being assassinated in April after 
his second inauguration, while Pres- 
ident Davis found himself without 
a goverhment that same month. 

At various times during their 
lives the two Presidents wore the 
same kind of whiskers. Mr. Lincoln 
was the first President of the United 
States to. wear a full beard. Mr. 
Davis's last picture shows him wear- 
ing a full beard. At times both 
went clean shaven, as is shown hy 
old photographs. ere are also 
photographs showing each with a 
mustache only. 

Both Presidents lost a son by 
death while occupying the Washing: 
ton and Richmond mansions. 


FOREST PRODUCTS 
ARE WASTED. 


Mr. Buys, Forest Commissioner for 
Dutch East Indian Government, is 
not the first visitor to be impressed 
unfavorably by the apparent waste 
of our forest products. Forestry ex- 
Pperts from foreign lands and tour- 
ists observing our methods have long 
deplored them, and have not failed 
to compare them unfavorably to the 
more careful systems in effect in 
other countries. We must, it is 
true, admit that there is some reason 
for thig criticism. Our forest fires 
have been very costly, if not for us. 
for future generations. They will 


not an impossible outcome, the var- 
ious substitutes for lumber fill the 
ve gap caused by forest 
res. 
All of our critics, however, over- 
look one essential] factor when they 
complain of our waste—the cost of 
labor, Mr. Buys, unconsciously, we 
think, makes plain the reason for 
the economy exercised in the forests 
of Java when he says that labor 
may be had abundantly there for 
14 cents a day. At 14 cents a day 
the labor required for the utilization 
of all forest products is easily avail- 
able. But at $5 and $6 a day, it is 
not possible to put men to work 
salvaging waste which will pay no 
proportionate return. A very good 
int is the fire- 
wood that is abundantly rotting in 
the forests all around Seattle. In 
any European or Asiatic country 
such forests would be picked clean; 
but we know as a matter of exper- 
fence that this wood, which may be 
had, in many instances, for nothing 
in the forest, cannot be laid down in 
our basement except at a cost which 
is nearly prohibitive. As a result 
it rots, while we are paying, with 
— complaint, high prices for 
Waste is an inevitable outcome of 
a high standard of living. A high 
standard of living means an economy 
of labor and a waste of material, 
because it is impossible to pay the 
wages which support the standard 


of living to ‘utilize the economies. |. 


Ficonomy involves slow and pains- 
taking labor, and the standards of 
living which prevail in this country 
do not permit of this sort of labor. 
If we had labor at 14 cents a day, 
as Mr. Buys says they have in Java.

WOMEN ORGANIZE FOR 
MUSICAL EQUALITY. 


CAMPAIGN IS CARRIED INTO 
CHURCH AND CLUB 

With preparations afoot for secret 
plans for a dynamic campaign to 
cain equal professional recognition 
with men, the fight of the Woman's 
Musicians’ Equality League assumed | 
definite proportions yesterday when 
Mrs. Sidney Thomas Exley, president 
of the Los Angeles District Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs, told the 
league that she will ask her execu- 
tive board to launch the women mu- 
sicians’ campaign officially . 

the womens’ clubs of the city. 

At the same time it was decided 
to carry the campaign into the 
church circles of the city, and to 
ask leading ministers of Los Ange- 
les to lend their weight to securing 


equal opportunities for women 
musicians. 
Mrs. Exley, at a meeting of the 


Woman Musicians’ Equality League 
yesterday, announced that her board 
will meet next+«Thursday. At that 
time she will ask this board to in- 


dorse the woman musicians’ cam- 
paign, and also to give the backing 
of the district federation to the 
movement by asking all individual 
womens’ clubs to make similar in- 
dorsements. 

The women Rene in the plan 
they propose to wage, will prove, 
they say, that women can keep a) 
secret. For at yesterday's meeting | 
secret campaign plang were mapped 
eut and, after receiving the approval 
of Mrs. Exley were adopted as a 
line of action. 

The contention ofthe women mu- 
sicians is that women have been 
dismissed from orchestras in the city 
merely because of their sex. 

“Your present fight will make the 
fight of all women for sex equality 
an easier one,” Mrs. Exley told the 
women artists. “In various parts of 
the country professional and busi- 
ness women are struggling for 
equality, and whatever you do here 
has even greater import than jus- 
tice for your special class of women 
workers. 

“Personally I am with you heart 
and soul. I shall carry your mes- 
sage to every audience I* address, 
and to every person I talk to. I 
think I can promise that all the 
other club women will do the same 
—and when 16,000 club women all 
talk about the same thing at the 
game time, they usually ‘start 
thing.’

J. D. Anderson’s recent request 
that the City Council compel the 


pied by the Los Angeles Shipbutld- 
ing and Dry Dock Company or de- 
clare the lease forfeited, met with 
adversity yesterday when the indus- 
trial committee of the San Pedro 
Chamber of Commerce made a re- 
port to the effect that the contract 
is very fair to both the city of Los 
Angeles and the Los Angeles Ship- 
building and Dry Dock Company. 

In his request that the lease be 
| cancelled, Mr. Anderson set forth 
that the company pays but $100 a 
year rental for the tract. According 
(to the report of the industrial com- 
, mittee, he neglected to say that at 
the expiration of the thirty-year 
lease all the improvéments revert to 
the city, and that the company has 
already spent $673,185.85 for filling 
grounds, building fences, paving 
streets, dredging, building piers and 
bulkheads, docks, wharves, staging, 
shoring. scaffolding, slip ways and 
water maine. 

The report in part ia as follows: 

“The total area in the lease is 
69.33 acres, and taking the city’s 
schedule of rates for rental of tide 
lands, we find that the rental of 
twenty acres or more is 1 cent per 
square foot per year, and figuring 
the 69.33 acres at this rate, amounts 


| the ten-year period, the rental would 
be $801,801.40, providing the entire 
area took the water-front rate. The

auto factory employees are really 
grabbing the new cars hot off the 
griddle, as it were, with the result 
that prospective purchasers through- 
out the country have to walt.” 

Another thine which came to 
Franklin’s notice was the difficulty 
which some manfacturers are hav- 
ing getting a supply euffictent for 
their needs of small items for cars, 
such as bolts ind the like.

Ten months ago the Ford Motor 
Company was not manufacturing 
‘electric starters; today the output 
_of its starter department ig greater 
than that of any other manvufactur- 
(er of electric-starting devices in the 
world. Its nearest competitor makes 
1000 a day, whereas the Ford com- 
pany’s output is over the 3000 mark, 
ncoording to Mr. B. L. Graves, man- 
‘ager of the local branch of the Ford 
| Motor Company. | 

The Ford starter—and generator. 
for it is really two separate units— 
is not the result of a new idea or 
a sudden decision. More than eight 
years ago Mr. Henry Ford's vision 
saw the need, and his electrical en- 
gineers were instructed to begin ex- 
perimenting. After seven years of 
constant research, which took into 
consideration the many different cli- 
mates in which the Ford car is used, 
together with the factors of size and 
weight and an adaptability to quan- 
tity production, twenty-three trial 
jobs. were built. These were tested 
in many different ways. Mr. Ford 
himself used one on his car for a 


year. Still the engineers continued 
their experiments and improve- 
ments.

thousands in search of new scenes 
and who delight in exploring virgin 
country. 

Cantu’s progressive road-building 
programme, which has been under- 
way for almost three years and 
which been pushed as far as 
the country’s finances have permit- 
ted, according to report, has as its 
object the linking up of Mexicali, 
Tecate and Tia Juana, situated on 
the border, with Ensenada, the only 
port located on the peninsula’s Pa- 
cific Coast and south of the United 
States about eighty miles. 

In reality, he is building three 
highways: one from Mexicali to Tia 
from Mexicali to 

Tia 
prob- 
ability the one now under construc- 
tion between Juana and 
Ensenada will be the most favored, 
because of the almost unsurpassed 
marine view that it will afford. This 
stretch of road from a distance 
about fifteen miles below the line 
until Ensenada is reached, will 
closely follow the shore line. From 
bluffs that for many miles overlook 
the Pacific magnificent views of 
mountaing and sea unfold 


selves. 

Last week a Peerless eight, dis- 
tributed by Smith Bros., carried a 
party across the line and for a dis- 
tance of about fifty miles along the 
Tia Juana-Ensenada road. For the 
benefit of those who may consider 
entering Baja California at this

When the car is equipped with 
electrical starting appartus, it is vi- 
tally tmportant that this shall be 
maintained at maximum efficiency 
during the’ winter months. This is 
obviously true; «ince the fuel is 
heavy and sluggish with the cold, 
a good, hot spark is needed to fire 
it and this can only be obtained 
from a battery in perfect working 
order. It is vital that the battery 
be kept fully charged, or nearly so 
and that the cells be filled witb 
distilled water, an operation that 
must be attended to once every two 
weeks. The spark-plug gaps must 
be carefully watched and _ kept 
properly spaced. 

And even after the start is ob- 
tained it is still important in cold 
weather to give the engine as much 
heat as possible. The carburetor 
should be heated and shonld get 
hot air to make sure of well vap- 

fuel. The hood and radia- 
tor should be covered when the car 
fs left standing. Give the engine 
all the assistance you can in cold 
weather, for it will need it with the

Further instances of the success 
and enterprise of certain sections of 
the United States being dependent 
upon the operation of motor trucks 
are being revealed frequently.

CAPTURED CAR 


Word has just been received by 
Cc. Buxton, distributor for the 
Stearns sleeve-valve car, that an au- 
tomobile built especially by Krupps 
for the Kaiser and used by him be- 
hind the German lines in the big 
drives of the spring of 1918 is now 


in this country and is being restored 
to its original condition for the pres- 
ent owner. George E. Crater. a re- 
tired American capitalist, who has 
a home near Yaphank, L. I. 

The car, which was equipped with 
a Mercedes-Knight motor similar to 
the Stearns sleeve-valve motor, was 
abandoned by the Kaiser during the 
German retreat. and its top, fittings 
and upholstering ruined by a bomb 
dropped near it by an aviator. The 
Kaiser's chauffeur, according to the 
history of the car, using the freedom 
of motion which the Kaisers’ arms 


on the car and his credentials mt 
him, drove to a point on the Swiss 
border. Here the mathine was ac- 
quired after the armistice by Mr. 
Crater and sent to this country in an 
Italian tramp steamship. 

Photographs of the car and origi- 
nal plans obtained from the Krupps 
are being used to restore the car to 
its condition when the Kaiser used 
it. Each part of the machinery Dears 
the stamp “Krupp, Essen.” The car 
had a minute kitchen under the driv- 
er's seat equipped with a small blue- 
flame stove, cooking utensii* and 
plate.

DECISION TO 
IMPROVE ROAD. 


Harbor Boulevard for Use | 
Motor Trucks, 


Need for Highway has-been 
Felt for Years, 


Upkeep will be Eliminated by 
Heavy Construction. 


‘The decision to improve perma- 
nently a harbor boulevard for the es- 
pecial use of motor trucks is being 
hailed with delight by every truck 
owner and operator in Los Angeles, 
It is the consensus of opinion that 
no public improvement that has been 
ordered within recent years will have 
as much bearing upon the future of 
the ship-by-truck movement as the 
construction of this road. Such 4 
road has been needed for years, but 
it seems that heretofore there has 
been mo way to bring it about until 
the recent Gocision by the Super- 


visors, 
“Before work starts on building 
this road, and even before the spec- 
itications are drawn up, it will be @ 
good thing for those in charge to 
vear in mind the use to which such 
a boulevard will be put,” said W. R. 
stoner, manager of the Internstional- 
Mack Corporation, distributors tor 
Mack trucks. ‘“‘Reads that are built 
upon the same specifications as those 
laid in Los Angeles county 
will not preve equal to the task im- 
posed upon them when devoted ex- 
clusively to heavy hauling. 
“A road that wiil support heavy 
truck hauling year in and year out 
and not require an enormous upkeep 
expense should be constructed more 
substantially than is necessary when 
they are subjected to other uses, 
Los Angeles county has built most 
of its improved highways since the 
motor truck came into general use. 
They were very good roads several 
years ago, and in the main are good 
roads yet, but they are beginning to 
show wear wherever trucks are op- 
erated aver them continuously under 
capacity loads. 
“Trucks are built today to haul 
capacity loads. They can be oper- 
ated as cheaply under full loads as 
when carrying only part capacity. 
A harbor boulevard bullt to with- 
stand the kind of use {t will be sub- 
jected to will be a wonderful thing 
for motor-truck shipping. The en- 
tire city will benetit from it in a num- 
ber of ways. Eventually it will be 
one of the busiest roads in the en- 
tire United States, and naturally, un- 
less of more than ordinary strength. 
it will deteriorate rapidly. But, if 
built right in the first place, as there 
is reason to believe it will be, there 
will be no need for excessive wear to 
arise, and this will mean a minimum 
of maintenance. costs. The right 
kind of a truck boulevard will put 
this county in the foreground as a 
motor-truck shipping center.”

Wild Weather and Rough 
Roads Can't Stop ’Em. 


This is the story of how a man, a 
woman, the man’s .wife and an 
automobile from Los Angeles ren-

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KEEP DISEASE FROM | 
THE POULTRY FLOCK. 


~ Disease ts difficult to control among 
flocks of poultry because fowls are housed 
together in relatively large numbers and 
when disease develops the comparatively 
low value of each bird does not justify spe- 
cial care and attention for each individual 
hen. Hence, it is essential to protect the 
flock against the entrance of disease. Un- 
less maintained in a healthy condition 
chicks will not grow properly while mature 
fowls will rapidly lose their vigor and vi- 
tality and become unproductive and un- 
profitable. Prevention against disease is 
simple; attempt to cure a bird after it be- 
comes sick is difficult. 

Gapes, roup, chicken pox, and scaly leg 


gre listed ag the “big four” among poultry 


diseases by United States Department of 
Agriculture experts, who also offer advice 
as to how to deal with them. Annually 
these pestilences invade flocks and effect 
‘heavy mortality Gapes is the “ker-choo” 
or sneeze diseases of chickens, which al- 
ways may be recognized by the fact that it 
incites the fowls to continuous coughing and 
generally affects young chicks and young 
turkeys In the first few weeks of their lives. 
Gapes is caused by a little worm which at- 
taches itself to the inside of the windpipe, 
where it multiplies and ultimately obstructs 
the passage so that breathing is made diffi- 
cult and ultimately prohibited to the ex- 


- tent that the bird chokes and dies. The 


female worm, while residing in the wind- 
pipe of the fowl, produces many eggs which 
are distributed widely as the chicks sneeze, 
or are swallowed and scattered about 
through the intestinal tract. The young 
worms which hatch from these eggs live 
in the earth for a long time and ultimately 
are picked up and owallowed by young 
chicks, thereby completing the cycle of the 
disease. 

Of course, the best cuntrol is to keep the 
chicks on fresh clean soil at all times. If 
they develop the disease, move them imme- 
diately to fresh pasture where the grass fs 
plentiful. Spread lime heavily over in- 
fested areas.and plow expeditiously in order 
to destroy any worms present. Expert 
“lariat work,” a reminder of the western 
variety, is necessary to rid the 
chicks’

It spreads slowly. To prevent its en- 
trance to the flock, the roosting and drop 
ping boards and all cracks» and crevices 
should be sprayed thoroughly at regular in- 
tervals to keep them free from mites. Ex- 
amine the birds’ shanks occasionally, and 
if any signs of scaly legs appear, wash the 
birds’ legs with soap and warm water to 
remove the loose scales, and then rub thor- 
oughly with a half-and-half mixture of kero- 
sene and linseed oil, or fill a can with a 
mixture, and after the birds have gone to 
roost at night dip each birds’ legs into the 
solution for about a minute. Repeat the 
treatment every three or four days until 
the scales are removed. Oil of caraway, 
used in the same manner, is also very ef- 
fective.

WAR-TIME DAIRY EXPORTS. 

During 1914 the United States exported 
only 700,000,000 pounds of milk in the form 
of butter and cheese and no condensed milk. 
The war worked wonders, however, in de- 
veloping our foreign trade because of the 
curtailment in domestic supplies of the Al- 
lies and importations from prewar sources. 
During 1919 the United States shipped 
abroad 620,000,000 pounds of milk in the 
form of butter, 160,000,000 pounds of milk in 
the form of cheese, and 1,770,000,000 
pounds of milk as condensed milk, a total 
of 2,550,000,000 pounds of milk as dairy 
products used for foreign shipment. For 
}comparison’s sake these amounts have al! 
been reduced to pounds of milk. Previously 
such were generally expressed in 
pounds of butter or cheese and cans of con- 
densed milk.

The past three censuses have shown an 
increase in the number of tenants. Alarm- 
ists have felt—and said—that the country 
is going to the bow-wows by the landlord 
route. The Department of Agriculture, how- 
ever, looked into-the matter as well as it 
was able, and refused to be alarmed, 
Where it wag able to make surveys it dis- 
covered that while the number of tenants 
26 years old was greater in 1910 than in 
1900 or 1890, the number of tenants 45 years

MISTAKEN FOR FLU. 


Several hog raisers. he é ve haa outbreaks 
during the spring and summer of what was 
often termed the “flu,” but in all probability 
was hemorrhagic septicemia, says the Los 


_ Angeles County Farm Pureau Monthly. This 


disease is caused by a definite organism and 
i¢ more often known as swine plague, 
stockyard fever, fowl! cholera, ete. There 
have been no reported cases of this trouble 


-_ in this county except as affecting hogs. As 


~ 


the name indicates, the disease is a. septi- 
cemia, or poisoning of the blood, and there- 
fore, when it appears in an acute form, 
often runs a short course and the animal 
dies quickly. It is often attended by a High 
mortality, although when it appears in « 
chronic form, very few deaths may result. 
With the chronic form the animals show a 
general unthriftiness and fail to make prop 
er gains.

. CERTIFICATION FOR 
POTATO SEED MEN. 


The 80,000 acres of potatoes grown an. 
nually in California require considerably 
more than a half-million sacks of seed 
potatoes. Heretofore this seed stock has 
generally been picked up by the grower 
wherever he could find something that he 
thought might meet his requirements. 
Ofteng to his great discouragement and die 
gust, when he received his seed potatoes 
he has found them of a poor quality. 

The seed-potato problem im California is 
acute. The Legislature at its last session 
made a small appropriation to the new 
}State Department of Agriculture for the 
purpose of to imspection. An 
inspector has been appointed by Director | 
G. H. Hecke, and it is now possible for any 
potato grower in California to have his po- 
tato fields inspected for the certification 
of his potatoes. Upon all seed potatoes 
which pass these inspections will be placed 
a tag stating that they are California cer-, 
tified seed. No potatoes can be sold as 
California. certified seed which do not bear 
this tag om every sack, and tio potatoes 
not certified can be labeled with

Therefore the importance of the cultiva- 
tor is growing among southwestern farm- 
ers. In order to raise their lima beans, cot- 
ton, beets and cantaloupes so that they will 
get a proper return for their labor and in- 
vestment, the row crop farmer realizes that 
modern methods must rule in cultivation. 
The tractor cultivator here steps in, and 
this machine has already proved efficient 
on the larger farms of the region. It is now 
being adapted to the smaller farms 
manufacturers who are turning out light 
two and three row motor cultivators which 
complete the stirring of the soil 'n much 
less time than ig required by horses, 


The horse has retained his position on 
Tow crop farms in such large numbers 
chiefly because of the situation due to cul- 
tivation work. Many of the tractors sold 
to row crop farmers were not designed to 
do cultivating as cheaply and as well as 
horses.

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: date brought back all the joyous excitement 
of “getting off"—the glowing anticipation 
of the trip. 
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T* Salton Sea, of Galton “Sink” as 
it was once called, holds first place 
among the numerous and striking 
natural wonders that make the Im- 
perial Valley one of the most interesting 
and unique sections of the great Southland. 

This lonely body of water, lying 169 feet 
below the level of the sea, is not only 
intertwined with the latter-day history and 
development of the valley, but holds within 
ite placid depths the key to the archae- 
ological history of the entire region. ‘The 
center of much that fs interesting and- ro 
mantic in this region is located on Mullet 
island and no trip to the valley is .consid- 
ered complete nowadays that does not in- 
Gude a stop at this quaint spot which & lo- 
cated on the eastern shore of this mystert- 
ous Inland sea. 


The’ Spanish pioneers of the coast in the 
mission days knew all about the Salton sink 
and ite wonderful salt deposits, Don An- 
tonto Coronel, the intimate friend of Helen 
Hunt Jackson, author of “Romona” in- 
formed the late J. W. Guinn, the historian 
of Southern California, that on more than 
one occasion he had visited the sink with 
eareretas drawn by oxen for the purpose of 
obtaining rock salt which they quarried out 
and carried back, tor the use of the herds 
of cattle on the old Spanish grants. 


Those were the days when the Colorado 
Desert, as the Imperial Valley was then 
called, held a place in the minds of men. 
similar to that now occupied by Death Val- 
ley. Even the indomitable Apache feared 
ite terrible desolation. Some years ago old 
Jimmie Redfoot, one of the oldest Indians 
on the Yuma reservation, and now departed 
to the happy hunting grounds, told the writ- 
er, with considerable glee, of how in his 
father’s and grandfather's time, the Yumas 
riade the desert serve them in their never- 
ending struggle with the Apaches. Uncertain 
*¢ to when their enemies would make a raid 
the Yumas always prepared for it by filling 
® number of skins with water, carrying 
them miles into the desert and burying 
wnder some mesquite trees. When the tid- 
‘ngs came that the Apache raiders were ap- 
yroaching, they would take to the desert, 
carrying a supply of provisions, and ren- 
dezvous where the water was concealed. 
The pursuing Apaches often followed them 
as far as the sand hills on the edge of the 


desert, but daunted by the scene of desola- © 


tion that met their eyes, they would return, 
and content themselves with carrying off as 
many of the Yumas’ horses as they could 
find. 

Yet the desert was crossed twice during 
historic times by American military expe- 
ditions, that of Gen. Kearney in the autumn 
of 1846, and by the Mormon expedition a 
year later. Lieut. Emory of the Kearney ex- 
pedition kept a diary of his experiences on 
- the route and it is still on file in the 
frehives in Washington. He speats of the 
“Blistering days and chilling nights,” of 
how many times they traveled only at night, 
and marvels at the fact that the horses of 
the expedition died one by one while cross- 
{mg the desert, while the mules came 

through unscathed. The expedition passed 
within a short distance of Salton Sea, and 
Fmory mentions it, giving it its Spanish 
name the “Laguna Salada.” 

A few months ago a rancher along the 
Alamo River dug up a rusted cavalry sword 
which bore the date of manufacture 1821. 
‘his relic is now in the possession of Mr. 
CG. T. Gibson of Imperial city and was un- 
Coubtedly lost by either the Kearney ex- 
pedition or the Mormon battalion. As it is

been used by the dragoons of that day, and 
Kearney'’s command contained a con- 
tingent of the First United States Dragoons, 
it was probably dropped by the former.

“These aspirin fiends contend that there 
is positively no danger in taking barrels 
of the drug, but during a mild attack of the 
flu I was regaled to such an extent on this 
‘remedy’ that my heart cut up all sorts of 
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digestion, constipation and fow blood pres- 
eure. 


R. L. Alsaker, M.D., writes: 

“For some reason members of the medical 
profession have spread the idea that aspirin 
is harmless. This le hag cost many lives, 
and will continue to spread death so long 
as it is believed. There does not exist a 
harmless pain-killing drugs. Because people 
think that aspirin is harmless, they take it 
in great quantities. They begin with five 
and ten grains per day, and gradually in- 
crease the dose until they are taking from 
twenty to forty grains a day. 


“Aspirin, when frequently and freely 
taken, causes depression and deterioration 
of the whole body. It ruins the stomach, 
but in spite of this it is generally believed 
that it does not harm the digestive organs. 

“Not long ago I saw a woman who had 
taken aspirin for several years. During this 
time she had been under the care of sev- 
eral prominent physicans, and all of them 
had old her that the aspirin would no hurt 
ber. The poor woman died miserably, be 
cause the aspirin had so wrecked her 
stomach that it rebelled, and would not 
even tolerate water So if you value your 
health, beware of the aspirin habit.” 

Yet this dangerous drug is permitted to 
be recklessly prescribed by young doctors 
just out of medical college, and is even 
sold to the public in drug stores. 

And this in a country where the sale of 
beer and light wines is prohibited.
